Bitter Feeling Against Americans §8till 
Prevails—A Wild Rumor That Bal- 
maceda is Not Dead 
After All,

Santiaco (Chile.,) Oct. 19: —[By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.| It is offi- 
cially stated that the government will 
issue safe conducts to those persons who 
have taken refuge in the American and 
Spanish Legations. The government 
has recognized the right of asylum ima 
letter to Mr.’Ugan, United States Min- 
ister. The Spanish Minister is acting 
in conjunction with Mr. Egan. 

The sailor of the U. S. 58. Baltimore, 
killed by Chilean sailors ina street 
brawl a few days ago, was buried at 
Valparaiso today. There was no hostile 
demonstration of any kind. An armed 
force of Americans from the Baltimore 


| were landed, and they attended the ft- 


neral unmolested. Another of the Bal- 


timore sailors, cruelly wounded in the 


same fight, will probably die. Capt. 


| Sehley and the local authorities are in- 


vestigating the cause of the killing. 
It has already been ascertained that the 
Chilean mob made an attack on the 
Americans. The Chileans were all 
armed with knives and pistols, whereas 
the Americans had but few weapons, 
and were slow in using them. 

Chilean sailors and boatmen and 
others about the water front still show 
a relentlessly bitter feeling toward 
Americans. and make all manner of 
threats. The better class of Chileans 
heartily condemn the brutal attack, and 
express the hope that the country may 
escape the odium that arises from suc 
lawless scenes. 

Lonpvon, Oct. 19.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Valparaiso says: ‘‘Evi- 


dences from neutral sources confirm 


the statement made that the United 
States squadron, in Chilean wators, 
both in words and deeds, displayed en- 
mity towards the Congressional navy 
during the recent civil war in Chile.”’ 

WasHIneton, Oct. 19.—The report 
from London that the United States, 
naval squadron in Chile waters_.dis- 
played enmity to the Congressional 
navy during the recent civil war in 
that country, is wholy discredited at 
the Navy Department. 


A DOUBTFUL REPORT.

Vancouver (B. C.,) Oct. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Among the passen- 
gers who arrived here today on the 
steamship City of Topeka from Alaska 
was Professor Toreal C. Russell, who 
Was sent out by the United States Gov- 


ciety to explore the regions about Mt. 
St. Elias. ._He left in June for Alaska 
and went. to Icy Bay in the United 
States revenuecutter Bear. His party 
consisted of T. P. Stainey, Neil McCar- 
thy, J.“H.. Craimback, T. S. Warner and 
Thomas White. White was drowned by 
the upsetting of a boat, together with 
Lieut. Hobson and four sailors of the 
Bear. Otherwise the trip was a com- 
plete success. 

They ascended Mt. St. Elias on the 
north side, reaching an. elevation: of 
14,500 feet, when they were turned 
back by clouds and severe snowstorms. 
From observations taken the mountain 
is fround to be between 18,000 and 
19,000 feet high. — 

The party then explored the coast 
from Iey Bay to Disenchantment Bay, 
a distance of about 100 Miles, and also 
the glaciers. 

“Russell and party left this evening 
for Seattle, whence he goes direct to 
Washington to report to the Govern-

BULL-FIGHTING. 


The Sport Revived in the Mexican Capital 
for Charity’s Sake. 

City oF Mexico, Oct..19.—[By the 
“Associated Press.| The revival of bull- 
fighting in the City of Mexico yesterday 
was inthe name of charity. A com- 
mittee of ladies of this capital, with 
Mrs. Diaz, wife of the President, at 
their head, organized the show for the 
benefit of the sufferers from floods in 
Spain. It was one of the’ greatest 


ever witnessed. It is estimated that 
12,000 persons were present. 

Nine bulls of a celebrated breed were 
killed amid the ‘‘bravos of" the spec- 
tators. The animals were trained for 
the occassion and many of the mata- 
dores had narrow escapes. President 
Diaz and party left the ring during the 
killing of the eighth bull. The ban- 
derillos stuck into the bulls were, after 
the fight, sold by peddlars at extrava- 
gant prices. This was of the greatest 
fights Mexico has seen for years and the 
amount received for admission fees is 
supposed to reach 325,000, 


PACIFIC MAIL

It will Double its China Service and Have 
the Entire Field. 

New York, Oct. 19.—[By the Associ- 

ated Press.|] Officials of the Pacific 


nounce that they have decided to issue 
$3,000,000 debenture bonds for the 
purpose of building three new steamers 
for the China trade, ifthe company suc- 
ceeds in obtaining the contract for the 
mail service from the Government. 

It is understood that negotiations 
have closed between the Pacific Mail 
and Occidental and Oriental companies 
by which the latter company will dis- 
leay 
Mail alone in the field. The Pacific 
Mail will then double its service, mak- 
ing twenty-six trips per year hereafter. 


Farmers Want Free Mail Delivery. 

New York, Oct: 19.—An organized 
effort isunder way among farmers to 
secure free mail delivery in country 
towns. The Farmers’ Alliance, Pat- 
trons of Industry and other orders are 
canvassing the matter. Letters are 
being written to Congressmen in favor 
ofthe project, and petitions to Con- 
gress are being circulated in different 
parts of the country.

AGAIN STORMY. 


Great Gales Rage on the Irish 
Coast. 


Coast Towns Flooded by High Tides— 
Rivers Overflowing. 


| Thousands of Acres Inundated— 


Houses Out to Sea. 


Long List of Disasters to Shipping—Great. 
Damage also Done on the En- 
glish Coast and In Scot- 

land, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Oct. 
which prevailed on the west coast of 
Ireland tor several days past is pro- 
nounced the worst storm in twenty 
years. The River Shannon overflowed 
its banks and submerged large areas in 
its vicinity, drowning a considerable 

nuniber of cattle and sheep and de- 

stroy ing several houses and many barns 
and other buildings. ; 

Among the long list of vessels 
wrecked is a French brig which was 
lost today off St. Catherine's Point. 
Five of the crew.were drowned. 

Dupin, Oct. 19.—The gale has been 
raging today with unusual flerceness 
aboat Queenstown and vicinity. About 
thirty craft, large, and smalk, have 
been driven ashore. At Yough the 
storm was so heavy \that many parts 
of the town were flooded by seas which 
swept into the streets. Many sheep 
and cattle were drowned along the 
course of the Blackwater River... 
patches from Holyhead state that 200 
vessels, much damaged, sought refuge 
at that port. 

Lonvon, Oct. 19.—Storms have caused 
abnormal high tide at Sandgate, near 
Folkestone, and this.combined with the 
hurricane is destroying the seawalls. 
Great alarm is felt. Many houses situ- 
ated nearthe shore have already been 
washed over by the angry waters and 
the high-road leading to Hythe and 
Folkestone is submerged and destroyed 
in many places, 

The River Thames at Windsor, Eaton 
‘and other places is overflowing its 
banks into many houses. Similar re- 

orts from many other places in Eng- 
and, Ireland and Scotland. 

At Maryport, Cumberland, on the 
Irish Sea, a thriving shipbuilding place, 
the water is causing enormous damage. 
The reclamation works near Ennis in 
county Clare which recently cost the 
government ‘$600,000, have -been 
nearly ruined. Villages in‘the Trent 
valley are submerged. The rivers Esk, 
Esbew, Runney and Otway have over- 
flowed their banks. Many thousand 
acres of land are covered with water 
and roads are impassable. A _ large 
number of buildings weakened by the 
floods, have collapsed, The loss of live 
stock is very great. 

Parrot River overflowed its banks be- 
tween Bridgewaterand Angport. The 
country for many miles is like a sea, 
hundreds of cattle were drowned and 
many houses submerged. 


DISABLED AT SEA. 


The Dutch Steamer Edam Breaks Down 
—Taken in Tow. 

New York. Oct. 19.—Agents of the 
Royal Netherlands Steamship line re- 
ceived this morning a dispatch from 
Rotterdam confirming the report of the 
breaking down at sea of the steamer 
Edam. The dispatch stated that the 
Edam would put into the nearest En- 
glish port for repairs. The agents 
here say that the Edam has plenty of 
sailsto take her safely into port and 
they do not fear for her safety. 

New York, Oct. 19.—The steamer

Tue Phoenix Herald reports that the 
yrogress’ attained by Superintendent 
Rich thus far in establishing an Indian 
training. school in Salt River Valley is 
very gratifying. The real aim of Su- 
oerintendent Rich's work is not fully 
appreciated by many. Even a Wash- 
ington officia], of great experience in 
public affairs, ou a recent visit, took it 
for granted that the scheme was merely 
to teach the Indians some elementary 
branches and then turn them adrift to 
relapse into their tribe's original bar- 
barism. Such is by no means Superin- 
tendent Rich's purpose. He proposes 
to make these Indian children efficient 
members of industrial society, teaching 
them arts of husbandry and ‘domestic 
management, so that they may become 
wage-earners, able ‘to “acquire, in time, 
a competency, just like industrious, 
frugal white men and women. That is 
the only true humanitarianism toward 
the Indians. 

Some idea of the extraordinary value 
of the crops in Kansas this year may be 


gained from the expe rience of an Atch-. 


ison mortgage company, as reported by 
’ the Kansas City Star. The company 
was compelled to take several thousand 
acres of land Rooks, Osborne, and 
other western counties under foreclos- 
sure. Much of this land was let to ten- 
ants on shares, and the result of the 
late harvest is a net profit for the com- 
pany of $25,000 on wheat, rye and 
oats, with $5000 worth of corn yet to 
gather.

Two more crops like that 
of 1891 will repay the company all its 
investments, including interest, in the 
Weat, and it will have its lands left. 


Tae New York Herald and a San 
Francisco contemporary are sijmultane- 
ously publishing a series of articles in- 
tended to expose Keely’s much-mysti- 
fied motor and his other feats in physical 
science.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The Regular Business Dispatched 
in Short Order. 


The Electrie Franchises Passed Over 
the Mayor's Veto. 


TheCross Franchise Reconsidered and 
will be Amended. 


Report of the City Attorney on. the Owner- 
ship of the Water of the Los Angeles 
River—Street Work—General 
Routine Business, 


Every ward was represented When 
President Bonsall, at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, called the City Coun- 
cil toorder for the regular weekly ses- 
sion, and there being an unusual 
amount of routine business to be dis- 
posed of, very little time was wasted 
with the usual preliminaries. Some- 
what contrary to custom also, the pro- 
ceedings were noticably free from pro- 
longed debates, the result being that 
amuch greater amount of business than 
usual was transacted in half a day than 
has heretofore been the case in a whole 
dar's session. 

THE MAYOR'S 

The Mayor's message, vetoing the 
gtoss franchise, was read, and upon 
motion .of Councilman Innes the vote 
by which the ordinance granting the 
same had been\adopted was reconsid- 
ered. The same, member then moved 
that the ordjreace be referred to the 
City Attorndgyv for_correction, but Coun- 
: ws a substitute that 
the clanseZeferring to the map for fur- 
ther \feseription of the streets over 
whichk the franchise is granted be 
stricken out, and inserting another pro- 
viding that Cross must construct his 
own bridge across the river, and for- 
bidding him to cross the covered bridge. 
The whole matter was thereupon re- 


- ferred to the City Attornéy. 


The Mayor's mMeskage, vetoing the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company's franchise, was read, 


upon motion of Councilman 


who took occasion to ridicule’ the 
Mayor, the vote by which the ordinance 


granting the same had been adopted } 


was reconsidered and thé ofdinance 
was adopted, Councilman Tufts alone 
voting negatively. 


A third message vetoing the ordi- 


mance ordering’ the work of opening 


Los Angeles street, between Seventh 
and Washington streets, proceeded 
with, and appointing commissioners 
therefor was read, dnd upon motion of 
Couneilman Alford the vote by which 
the ordinance had been adopted was re- 


considered, and the same was readopted, 


notwithstanding the Mayor's objections. 
Councilman Summerland alone-voting 
negatively. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

The City Clerk's report, notifying the 
Council that it has acquired jurisdic- 
tion over certain ordinances, was re- 
ceived and filed, and thereupon the fol- 
lowing ordinances were adopted: Or- 
dinance ordering certain work done on 
Pearl street: ordering a sewer’ con- 
structed along Calumet avenue; order- 
ing certain work done on Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-eighth streets; order- 
ing certain work done on Figueroa 
street. 

The report of the City Auditor, show- 
ing the condition of the funds for the 
week ending October 10, was read and 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

Upon motion of.Councilman Rees, the 
City Tax and License Collector was _re- 
quested to stamp all licenses taken di- 
rectly from his office with the date of 
the payment therefor. 

The Street Superintendent reported, 
besides some routine matters, recom- 
mending the adoption of an ordinance 
regulating the width of cement or as- 
phalt waks constructed upon graded 


streets by private contract; also recom- 


mending adoption of an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the placing or replacing of 
poles of any description in the intersec- 
tions of the sidewalks, or at any other 
place but along the inner line of the 
curb; also recommending the adop- 
tion of some regulations regarding the 
sweeping of the sidewalks in the busi- 
ness part ofthe city im the mornings. 
The streets are swept clean at night, 
and as soon as the stores are opened the 
dirt trom the sidewalks, and in many 

cases from the stores, is sw ept into the 
rutter, so that by 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the streets look as if they had not 
beeti swept the night before. I would 
suggest that all parties be required to 
do the said sweeping at a certain hour, 
say from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. Adopted, 
and City Attorney directed to prepare 
the necessary ordinance. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The Finance Committee’s-report as 
published in Tue Times on Sunday was 
read and adopted, and the accompany- 
ing ordinance providing for the pay- 
ment of the $70 salaries of the two 
new chemical engineers in the fire de- 
partment was adopted.

The report of the Board of Public

TIMEs was read and adopted. The ac- 
companying ordinance intention 
to change the grade of Alameda street 
was referred to the City Attorney, the 
district to be assessed therefor not hav- 
ing been inserted. 

A contract between the city and 
Frick Bros. for the construction of sec- 
tion 1-A of the Hollenbeck Arroyo sewer 
Was read and approved, as was also that 
with C. G. Worden for, the raising of 
the Buena Vista bridge. Both Were re- 
fetred tothe Mayor fer. signature on 
behalf of the city. .

Iwill confine my report to the 
City Water Company and Crystal Spring 


|4.and and Water Company, as I believe that 


‘they are the only companies or persons tak- 
ing water from the river under suchcircum. 

btances as raise questiong.asto the right 
so todo. Prior to July 2%,°1865, the city 

owned and operated ac crude system of water 
works which it afterwards leased to differ- 
ent parties, who assigned their interest to 
the present City Water Company. The 
lease from the city under which the Water 
Company is claiming, being made in July 
1868 with J.-S. Griffin, P. Beaudry and S. 

Lazard, in which lease the city in consider. 
ation of $1500, to bé paideach year, leased 
to them the city water works for the term 
of thirty years, with the right to take from 
the river ten inches of water, which amount 
could be increased by. obtaining consent of 
the Mayor and City Council. This lease 
contains many provisions as to laying pipes, 


building reservoir and the right of the city 


to purchase the works atthe expiration of 
the lease, which itis not necessary to dis- 
cuss in this connection: In pursuance of 
said lease the company proteeded to oper- 
ate the works, taking, as I understand, more 
water from the river than ten inches with- 
out previously having obtained the consent 
of the Mayor and Coungilofthe city, 

On November 5. 1886. a corporation 
known as the Crystal SpringY Rand and 
Water Company was incorporated, the 
stockholders and officers of which compan 
were nearly, if not all, stockholders and 
ficeholders in the City Water Company, and 


on December 13, 1886, the City Water 


Company in consideration of $1 conveyed 
all rights it had acquired by deed from C. 


J. Grimith and C. V. Howiand to certain 


land and water rights, which is designated 
in the deed as ‘‘Crystal Spring.'’ I under- 
stand that the water company -chim that 
they are not and have not for years been 
taking water from the river, but obtained 
its supply from the Crystal Spring Water 
Company. Whetter or not the water ob- 
tained from the so-called Crystal Spring is 
part of the watar or water supply of the 
Los Angeles River is a question Which will 
‘probably require a thorough investigation 
‘to determine. I believe from what I have 
seen upon the ground and from what I have 
learned from an engineer whol believe is 
thoroughly posted upon the matter, that 
the water derived from the Crystal Spring 
is part of the water and water supply of the 
river. During all of the time that the City 
Water Company was taking water from the 
river it was operating under the lease and 
consequently the taking was not hostile or 
adverse to the title of the city. but in sub- 
servience the same, 
no title to A of the watet of the river by 
user. Any claim or user of the water by 
the Crystal Spring Water Company has 
been since its incorporation, November 10, 
1886, and from the City Water Company, 
on December 13, 1886, and five years will 
not elapse until December 13, 1891, until 
which time title by adverse user cannot 
ripen, if at all. 

Section 1 of article 14 of the Constitu- 
tion provides that ‘‘the use of all water now 
appropriated, or that may hereafter be ap- 
propriated, for sale, rental, or distribution, 
is hereby declared to be a public use, etc.”’ 
Our Supreme Court in the case of Foliz vs. 
the City of Los Angeles, decided that the 
City of Los Angeles was the,owner of all the 
water of the Los Angeles River, and from 
thd act of 1850 incorporating the gity, 
down to the present charter thecity has 
been granted by the Legislature, the title 
to all of the water of-the river from. its 


source or sources, tothe intersection with - 


the southern boundary of the city, ware the 
right to develop all water Rowing DEX eath 
the surface, etc., and from the “charter of 
1874, down to and including the -present 
charter, the city Nas been prohibited from 
selling or disposing of any interest in the 
same to any person or company, showing, 
as I think, that the water of the river has 
been set apart or dedicated for public use, 
with like effect as the dedication of a street 
or park for public use. The Supreme 
Court has decided in the case of Hoadley vs 
San Francisco, ‘‘That where land is granted 
to the city for public use, that it cannot be 
conveyetl to private persons, and is effectu- 
ally withdrawn from commerce, and -the 
city having no authority to convey the title 
to private persons, they are virtually ex- 
cluded from acquiring it. The land itself, 
and not the use only, was dedicated to the 
public. Land held for that purpose (a 
public square) whether held by the State 
ora municipality, is not subject to the 
operation of the statute of limitations.’” 

I can see no reason why this doctrine does 
not apply to the water of the river, which 
is certainly more essential to the public 
than any street or park. and I believe that 
title to any part thereof cannot be acquired 
by adverse user, or by limitation. How- 
ever, there is nonecessity for leaving the 
question in doubt, and I therefore advise 
thatan action be instituted against the 
Crystal Spring Company to determine its 
claim to the water it has developed or ap- 
propriated. 


THE WARD STREET MATTER. | 
In the matter of Sixth, formerly

153. feet wide at Figueroa street “dnd 
tapers southerly to its width of 

feet near Union avenue ihe case of the 
St. Paul's school against the city, Judge 
Wade decided that the lines of the street 
from Figueroa street to about’ Lucas ave- 
nue should be upon the lines of Moore's sur- 
vey, and gave judgment in favor of the 
school for the triangular strip of ground 
lying between its property as subdivided 
upon the linesof the Hancock survey. It 
also appeared that from near Lucas ave- 
nue west the lines of the street should be 
about on the Hancock survey, which nec- 
eSsarily made an angle in the street. The 
map and lines of the street as I have rec- 
ommended give the city a street the full 
width of 8214 feet, the whole distance, and 
conforms as near as possible to the location 
thatthe testimonyin that case showed to 
be, the proper one; and also in the best line 
for all the property owners thereon, as it 
contorms very nearly to the lines 6f the 
different subdivisions. By reason of the 
reduction of the street toits proper width 
there is left a triangular strip of land east of 
the street about 71 feet in width at Fig- 


ueroa Street and tapering to a point near’ 


Veraon- avenue, Which strip should be 
abandoned for street purposes. The St.

willed his wealth to a ‘‘spoiled brake-

¢alls Hopkins) rather than to have seen 
His weak-minded widow ‘left a prey to 
the wretches into whose hands she 
fell.

CBLES VS. ELECIRICITY. 
All of thé Larger Cities Prefer the 
Underground Rope. 


The Electric Systems Too Expensive to be 
Operated Profitably—The Results 
of Latest Investigations ~~ 
by Experta, 


— 


The indications are that the cable 
system of street cars as operated iff 
San Francisco will meet with general 
adoption throughout the cities of the 
United States, says the San Francisco 
Examiner of, Thursday. For a long 
time electric railways were looked upon 
by eastern engineers and capitalists as 
preferable to the cable roads, but it 


having been determined that the cable 


system is atoncethe most economical 
and productive of the best results gen- 
erally, there has been a revulsion of 
feeling onthe part of street railroad 
men throughout the country in favor of 
the underground wire) rope? -and in 
many of the big cities east of the Rock- 
ies what were intended as electric lines 
of travelare now being converted inte 
cable roads: 

J. C. H. Stut, the mechanical engineer 
who has planned the building or many 
of the Sati Francisco cable roads,*has 
studied both the electric and cable sys- 
tems, and believes in the superiority of 
especially for heavy city 
traffic. Mr. Stut spoke yesterday ofthe 
careful manner iit which the directors 
of the Omnibus line went to work to as- 
certain the relative merits of electricity 
and cable before laying out any money 
on their lines. They sent an engineer 
East to make athorough examination 
of the advantages and failures of both 
systems. Trials of the electric system 
‘were also made on Folsom and on Nine- 
teenth streets, and the unanimons con- 
clusion was in favor of the cable, 

CABLES IN NEW YORK. 

The Third Aventie Railroad Company 
of New York had much the same ex- 
perience as the Omnibus line, and are 
now constructing two: stations that. will 
contain the largest cable machinery 
ever erected. 

The tremendous lot of cable work for 
these big companies is now being done 
by the Pennsylvania iron works of Phil- 
adéiphia, in addition which they are 
also the contractors for the entire ma- 
terial to be used in building the road of 
the Broadway Cable Company of New 
York. The projectars of these great 
roads give a decided preference to the 
cable over the electric method of loco- 
motion. 

At the oeginning of this year Presi- 
dent. H. M. Whitney 
Street Railway Company of Boston 
spoke before the Committee on Cities 
and Taxation in the State House. In 
summing up his argument in support of 


the company’s petition for an exten- 


sion of their electric railway franchise 
he said: ‘*We are installing at our cen- 


tral station today and will havein oper- . 


ation before next winter more than 
13,000 horse-power. And in Cambridge 
we are putting in a plant which is equal 
to 4,000 or 5,000 more.”’ 
THE POWER USED HERE. 
| This is for a single electric-road sys- 
tem; one company taking from 17,- 
000 to 18,000 horse-power to operate 
by electricity, while in San Francisco 
the entire cablesystem combined oper- 
ates about 500,000 feet of cable, car- 
rying the heaviest traffic, and all on 
less than 3000 horse-power. 
ELECTRICITY TOO EXPENSIVE. 

As San Francisco is the pioneer city 

of cable, so Baltimore is of electric 


road construction. The Baltimore City 


Passenger Railway Company, however, 
has decided on cabling its lines, and the 


work is now in progress. In speaking _. 


of this decision of the directors, and 
the proposed increase in cable con- 
struction, President Bowie of the com- 
pany said: ‘In connection with the 
engineer I have made a thorough exam- 
ination into the cost of operating by 
cable and by electricity, and the con- 
clusion we have reached is that by elec- 
tricity we cannot secure the same 
returns as by cable. Indeed, taking 
the operation of electricity in Boston 
as a basis, it would be impossible for us, 
with the park tax wé are compelled to 
meet, to earn anything at our present 
rate of fare with electricity as a motive 
power.

Further Steps Taken to Perfect 
the Enterprise. 


Two Meetings Held Yesterday at the 
Palms and Colegrove. 

A Set of By-laws Prepared for the 

Incorporation. 


Farther Explanation of the Benefits of 
the System—Beet-sugar Growing in 
Denmark—Almost All Soils. 
Suitable for Beets. 


in the proposed coéperative beet-sugar 
enterprise, which was inaugurated at 
Colegrove two weeks ago. The report 
of last Monday's meeting, which was 
published exclusively in Tae Times, has 
been made the subject of extended 
comments by leading newspapers of the 
State. It is evident that the new de- 
parture is arousing wide-spread atten- 
tion, and that thé success of this en- 
terprise would be the signal for the 
starting of other similar ones in va- 


The scope of country which it is ex- 
pected to make tributary to the pro- 
posed Cahuenga factory extends beyond 
the Cahuenga Valley proper, and out 
into the plains toward Ballona. Resi- 
dents in the neighborhood of The 
Palms are taking much interest in the 
scheme, and a meeting to discuss the 
question was held at the schoolhouse. 
vesterday afternoon. There were peo- 
ple present from the surrounding coun- 
try, from the ocean to the foothills. 

H. H. Denker called the meeting to 
order, E. H. Sweetser was chosen 
chairman and L. T. Fisher of Santa 
Monica secretary. Frank J. Capitain 
was introduced and outlined the propo- 
sition for a coéperative sugar factory, 
hjs remarks being necessarily to a great 
extent a repetition of those which he 
made at'Colegrove on the previous Mon- 
day as.reported in Ture Times. The ob- 
ject was, he said. in brief, to place the 
sugar beet grower in a position where 
he will get the profit of sugar-making. 
which now goes to the capitalist, in- 
clyding the 2 cents bounty allowed by 
the Government. Under such a system 
as that proposed, the owner of five 
shares, planting five acres of land to 


proportion to his holding as the man 
who has 500 shares. 

It is proposed to pay $8.50 a ton for 
beets having 12 percent sugar and 25 
cents per ton for each additional per 
cent. as at Chino. If desired, more can 
be paid. The profit goes to the grower 
in either case. 

J. P. Gonner said that in this section 


twenty tons of beets per acre couid be | 


relied on, running from 12 to 20 per 
cent. sugar. This would give &2400 
worth of sugar on ten acres, the bounty 
paying the expenses. There would be 
no watered stock to pay interest on or’ 
extravagant salaries. It would pay to 
haulthe beets five or six miles. The 
farmers~-ef. Centinela and Ballona 
should come into the enterprise. It 
does nof pay a man sufficiently to grow 
beets for merely $3.50 a ton, as at 
Chino, considering the expenses of cul- 
tivation, harvesting, etc., which are’ 
There would 
be no trouble about getting the neces- 
sary capital as soon as the bond is ar- 
ranged. As soon as the sugar beets are 


hundred dollars an acre. Nobody can 
own, stock unless he owns land and 
growsthe beets. The object now is to 
obtain names of those who will go into 
the enterprise and take stock. 

Mr.. Denker remarked that Dr. 
Nadeau had raised beets on 800 acres 
of the Hamme! ond Denker ranch which 
went. from 12 to 28 per cent. sugar, 
averaging 18 per cent. 

In regard to the cost of raising the 
beets, Mr. Capitain read from an official 
report showing that at Grand Islands, 
Neb., the cost fora field of five acres 
was $171.50 or $34.30 per acre. At 
Chino the average cost of raising is 
$35 per acre. Reckoning 20 tons at 
#3.50 leaves 835 an acre profit. The 
difference in favor of a cojperative en- 
terprise is at once apparent. 

The Watsonville factory shows yields 
running from 15 to 26 tons per acre. 
An average of twelve farms shows 
19% tons. The difference is largely 
due to the care expended in cultivation. 
The proposed factory at Cahuenga would 
as already stated, cost 8242.995 and 
the net profit, reckoning beets at $4 a 
ton and sugar at 4 cents a pound, would 
be $130,913, after allowing for inter- 
est. depreciation, insurance, etc. This 
is equivalent to 43.3 percent. on the 
proposed capital stock of &3800,000.

I. A. Weid, who has been in Denmark 
for the past four years, where he 
planted fifty acres of sugar beets and 
had them hauled twenty-two miles to a 
factory, told of his experience there, 
He had to haul the beets a mile toa 
railroad station and sold. them for $4 a 
ton. The tifty acres yielded him about 
$3000 gross, or half that amount net, 
a vear. Beet sugar had pulled the 
Danish farmers out of the mire, where- 
ever there wasa factory, and enabled 
them to pay off their mortgages. The 
amount named is merely for growing 
the beets. The manufacturers of sugar 
make three times as much. The land 
there has to be manured for every 
crop—twenty-five loads of good manure 
per acre—-and there are only two 
months in Which to deliver the 
crop, after which the frost comes 
and kills the’ beets. Instead of 
a bounty of 2 cents a_ pound 
they have to pay the government 3% 
cents on every pound of sugar. The 
profit here on raising beets and making 
sugar could not be less than $150 an 
acre. There isnotan acre from Los 
Angeles tothe ocean, said Mr. Weid, 
that will not raise sugar beets under 
proper cultivation. There is a move- 
ment in Denmark to take the tax off 
sugar and put-it on lager beer, but the 
people there claim that beer is more of 
a necessity than sugar. :

SCIENCE AND PROPHECIES. 


Prophecy Apart from Science. 


Los ANGELES. Oct. 15.—[To the Editor 
of Tae materialist. de- 
prived’ of his belief in the dicta of 
science—by reason of greater telescopes 
showing the errors of a century’s use of 
the lesser—must go back to chance, as 
the only solution of wonderful phenom- 
ena. 

The skeptics of today are the same as 
the Epicureans of old, a sect of 
heathen philosophers who ascribed all 
things to chance, and considered pleas- 
ure as the only good in life—upon their 
own doctrines of chance the living Ep- 
icureans cannot dispute the calculations 
of scientists. As to a prophecy turn- 
ing out to be true, the mathematician 


Suppose the men only, of ancient times 
pretended to be prophets, and each exhib- 


ited five independent circumstances, which 


must meet inthe Messiah, for instance to 
prove them true prophets, and the truth of 
His mission. Assuming that thereis an 
equal chance of the happening of any of 
these fifty particulars, the probabilities 
against their happening (even at distinct 
periods,) are 1,125,000,000,000,000 to 
one. The probability against their happen- 
ing at one and the same time also surpasses 
the power of n umbers to calculate. 


That latter sentence is the quality of 
the chances, that the events foretold 
2400 years ago, then in writing, as the 


| work of so many prophets—and fore- 


told by the Savior and others 500° 
years afterward (equally proved to have 
been in actual writing)—will not be ful- 
filled in this generation. | 
Suppose Ican show that 200 year 
ago an eminent clergyman, aided by the 
Holy Spirit, read certain prophecies— 
both from the Old and New Testament 
—and interpreted. them precisely as 
they happened 100 years, 120 years, 
150 years thereafter! On the doctrine 
of chances this ‘‘surpasses the power of 
numbers to calculate.” 
I have had in my possession for many 
vears—and have it in Los Angeles—a 
small book of the four sermons of the 
Rev. Robert Fleming delivered in Lon- 


don in 1698-1700 upon the prophecies, 


and then published, and a copy placed 
at that time in the British Museum, 
where it still remains. It is as com- 
pletely a fact as the works of Shak- 
speare or Bacon. It was reprinted in 
1794, and in 1848 by the hundred 
thousand copies, and my book is of the 
1848 reprint. It is not worth while to 
give Mr. Fleming's statements as to the 
prophecies fulfilled up to that date; but
